THE PERENNIAL SEA-SNAKE 


Evidence ii« to the Existence of the Marino 


Mounter. 


Though a little late, the great sea- 


•oi-peut"has made his annual appear- 
ance. With a lash of his snake-like 
tail ho overturns the boat containing 
his discoverer?, who i'mally reach land 
in a demoralized condition to join the 
select few who believe in his existence. 
Xew Haven is the fortunate place of 
his appearance. The defenders of the 
sea-serpent are by no means fe\v in 
this neighborhood. 
Your correspond- 


ent has walked along the beach with a 
gentleman (a member of the Society of 
.friends) who was one of a small party 
•who saw the great sea-serpent of 1810, 
and ran alonjc the beach and watched 
its movement's. The Linna'an Society 
of Huston appointed a committee to re- 
port on the matter. 
My informant, a 


man of undoubted veracity and not at 
all liable to be over-excited', says-. " The 
report came from the beach that the 
sea-serpent had been seen. 
Doubting 


it, I determined to see for myself, and 
so went down with six or seven others. 
Finally, the sea-serpent, or whatever it 
was, 
appeared. It resembled a huge 


eel, and I should judge it to have been 
over 100 feet long." In answer to a 
question, he replied: "1 am perfectly 
familiar with the movements of por- 
poises at all rates of speed, and 1 eau- 
iiot be mistaken. 
As 1 followed it 


along the beach for twenty minutes at 
a run, I could distinctly see its eel-like 
movements; sometimes the head was 
elevated, and looked like that of an 
enormous eel. and 1 have no doubt that 
it was a huge animal of that class. 
1 


was not excited in the least, and could 
not have made a mistake.11 
This is a 


plain statement, and can scarcely be 
refuted. 
Lynn Bench, one of the linest 


in the world, is hard as rock, and ex- 
tends for about four miles toward .No> 
Iiant, and a person fifty yards from tho 
water, up the grade, would scarcely 
be mistaken .even, if the object was a 
mile away, so clear is the atmosphere. 
Scientifically, the sea-serpent was a fact, 
uiul we have in our museums and halls 
of science the remains of :i huge ma- 
rine, snake-like animal — the Clidaslea— 
that reached an enormous length. 
Tho 


bottoms of the ancient seas of the cre- 
taceous period — now mauvaiscs tcrrcs of 
Colorado and Kansas — are the grave- 
yards for these monsters. In appear- 
ance, when restored, they resemble 
monster eels, and it is a possibility that 
there now exist, in the deepest waters. 
specimens allied to these huge extinct 
forms, and. like .the devil-fish, rarely 
coming into shoal water to astonish the 
toilers of the sea. 
Ten years ago, tales 


were whispered around of an octopus, 
or devil-fish, of great size, and laughed 
at and compared to Victor Hugo's tale. 
The caricaturists took up the joke and 
laughed it to death, as they thought, 
but a heavy gale on the coast of JS ew- 
foundland," a feu- years since, threw up 
a monster squid over forty foot long 
by actual measurement taken in the 
presence of myself. 
So the sea-serpent 


has been a fact and is a possibility. 
Among otlier seeming authentic accounts 
is that of Mr. Cook, of Merigornish, No- 
va Scotia: 
" In August of 1845, there was seen 


here at Merigomish a marine monster 
which was estimated about eighty feet 
long 
It was aground in still water, 


within two hundred yards of the beach, 
and after its motions had been watched 
for about au hour, it succeeded in get- 
ting off into deeper water and disap- 
peared. One gentleman mounted a liMi 
bank and overlooked it. It raised ?U 
head frequently from the water, and its 
back was either covered with humps or 
they were caused by tho motion of tho 
body. The skin was dark and rough. 
It writhed about continually, and would 
bend its body into a circle and unbend 
it with great rapidity. 
It soon disap- 


peared, and left a long and wide wake, 
although no fins could be seen." 
In 


1844-!t large creature swam past a wharf 
at Arisaig, near tho north-east end of 
Nova Scotia, and was observed by Mr. 
\V. Barry, of I'icton, who certified that 
he was within twenty-live feet of it, and 
judged it to be sixty" feet long and three 
feet in width. The back wtis covered 
with natural ridges or-luiraps, The body 
moved in "long undulations," thus 
causing the head and tail to appear and 
disappear at intervals. This evidence 
was all procured by Mr. J. W. Daw- 
son,

Archdeacon Dein- 
toll, in his report, says that tho people 
who witnessed this remarkable si 0-1,1 
were not frightened, but observed it 
carefully, and lired shots at it, some of 
which must have hit, as it dived, but 
reappeared again. 


in the years 1817 and lb'20, a lar^e 


marine animal made its appearance 
quite frequently on the New England 
coast, especially between 
Gloucester 


and; Boston. These visits created so 
much excitement that theLinnaian Soci- 
ety of Boston appointed' a committee 
to investigate the matter. It was done, 
and Dr. Bigelow and. F. C. Gray, two 
well-known gentlemen of the commit- 
ted,, made.tho report, of which the fol- 
lowing is aa' extract: "The monster 
was from eighty to ninety feet long; 
his head usually carried about two feet 
above the water; the body of a dark 
brown_color, with thirty or more pro- 
tuberances — compared by some to four- 
gallon kegs, by others to n string of 
buoys, and called by some bunches on 
the back. 
Motions very rapid — faster 


than those of a whale— swirnminn- a

him from our boat, and having taken 
pod aim, felt .sure he must have hit 
him on the head.

Hum dived umlor the boat 
and reappeared a hundred yv.rds on the 
other side.. 


"Near the middle of Bclhaven Bay 


and a'nint a quarter of a mile from tho 
place win-re we were standing, there 
certainly appeared ' a long and large 
black animal' in the water, having all 
the appearance of the saurian described 
by Dr. Joass. 
When iirst observed it 


was proceeding shoreward, with what 
seemed to be its head and various un- 
dulated portions of the body above the 
surface. 
After getting near the shore 


it turned to the westward, and kept 
moving about in that position for a 
considerable time. 
Sometimes it ap- 


peared to stretch itself out to its full 
length, at which times both its head and 
tail were seen above water, only a imall 
portion of the middle of the creature 
being submerged. 
Most 
frequently, 


however, it was tho undulations or ap- 
parent coils of tho body that were ob- 
served, two or three of them being oc- 
casionally visible at the same time. 
These coils had all the appearance to 
the observer, at tho distance mentioned 
above, of the coils or folds of a ser- 
pent, 
the 
sea 
and 
the 
black 


masses 
being 
distinctly separated. 


Occasionally the creature seemed to take 
a header, and disappeared altogether, 
but it seldom remained longer than two 
or three minutes beneath the surface, 
without exposing some part or other of 
its body. 
When fully stretched out, as 


it appeared to be several times during 
the period of observation, it scorned to 
bo upwar.i of a hundred feet in length, 
with an apparent breadth of from two 
to three fed. 
No doubt the dimensions 


must, have been very much larger. 
As 


it was in sight for upward of a quarter 
of an hour, ample opportunity was af- 
forded fur watching its movements. 
Tin; sea was also as smooth as the sur- 
face of a mirror, which contributed 
very much to assist the observations 
made by (he onlookers. 
After disport- 


ing near the slum: for the time specified, 
the long and lithe creature turned its 
head to the north, and stood out to sea. 
Altogether, if the animal was not tho 
great plesiosaurns seen by Dr. Joass, ho 
was evidently a near relative of the 
same family, and his visit to Helhaven 
Bay has furnished food for rellection to 
those who 
witnessed his gambols for 


many a day." 


Tho oliicers tine, passengers of tho 


steamer Nestor, plying between Ma- 
lacca and IVnang, give the following aa 
their evidence: 
*'At about ten a. m. 


wo were surprised by the appearance 
of an extraordinary monster going in 
our course, and at :in equal speed with 
the vessel, at a distance from us of 
about 600 feet. 
It had a square, head 


and a dragon black and white striped 
tail, and an immense body, which was 
quite tifty feet broad when the monster 
raised it. The head was about twelve 
feet broad, ami appeared to bo occa- 
sionally, at. tho extreme, about six feet 
above the water. 
When tho head waa 


placed on a level with tho water, the 
body wan extended to its utmost limit, 
to all appearances, and then tho body 
rose out of the water about two feet, 
and seemed quite tifty feet brood at 
those times. 
The long dragon tail with 


black and white- scales afterward rose, 
with an undulating motion, in which at 
one time the head, at another the body, 
and eventually the tail, formed, each in 
its turn, a prominent object above tho 
water. 
The animal, or whatever it may 


bo called, appeared careless of our closo 
p r o x i m i t y , and 
went, our course for 


about > i \ i - i i n n l c s on our starboard side, 
and t h e n i l n - . i l i y uorko.l round to otil 
po t side. a!i,l remained in view, to the 
delight of all mi board for half an hour.' 


Mr. Henry \V. Uo.idwin, of Glouce- 


ster. .Mass., says: ".My family distinctly 
saw from (Ireen Hill yesterday an ani- 
mal similar to the one described in 
your paper. 
It was at first seen com 


ing from North Shore. It came quite 
near to the land, passing between the 
IHack I'.ock-. and from them in a straight 
cour.-o toward Minot's. It remainec 
above water u n t i l half way toJMinot's, 
when it, disappeared, and was not seer 
again. 
The h 'ad of the animal ap- 


peared to be several foot above the 
water, ami its body was at- least twen- 
ty-live ici't in length. 
As it passed 


through tin- water it. left, a long wake 
behind it. 
Its motion was very rapid 


fastcir t h a n any steamboat." 


In oppo-iiion lolhcsolale*, Sir Charles 


Lyell i-i inclined to believe that manj 
of the ob ;ervors were mistaken, am: 
t h i n k s it. might- have been the ripples 
ma le by a shark—Hijiuilit.i inaidmus— 
that often attains a length of thirty-live 
teet. 
lie says: "Dr. Melville informec 


me t h a t he saw a large species of shark, 
'S'.vimmiii;.;' at the ra'fe of ton miles an 
hour, in tl-,e Torris Strait, and besides 
the lateral tlexnres of the tail, which 
ire 
the 
principal 
propelling pow- 


er, the 
creature described as it ad- 


vanced a series of vertical undulations, 
not by the 
actual bending of 
tho 


body itself, but by the whole- animal 
Iirst rising near the surface, and then 
dipping down again, so that tho dorsal 
tin and part of the back woro occasion- 
ally lifted to a considerable height. So, 
if a large shark were going at the rato 
of twenty miles an hour that portion of 
the back that emerged in front mi^ht 
easily be taken-for the head, the dorsal 
tin for the mane, and the waves formed 
by the rising of so heavy a body would 
complete tho humps. 
Again, if tho tins 


should emerge and bo submerged in 
rapid succession, the imago of one set 
would be retained 011 the retina of tha 
eye after another set had become visi- 
ble, 
and they might be continued over 


and over again indefinitely." 


Tho writer has often observed asmall 


genus of the squid rushing along at tho 
surface of the water, its tail, shaped 
like a head, projecting above the sur- 
face, the arms lloathig'and twisting bo- 
hind, making—if the animal was a Fai-.^e 
one—coils and waves that would readi- 
ly be taken for 
Lhu coils of a snake. 


Oilier explanations arc advanced, but 
none sufliciciit to refute the statements 
given. 
There is strong reason to be- 


lieve that in the yreat depths of the 
ocean there are huge forms analogous 
to the fossil ones that we know to havo 
existed in the early days of the earth.—

They must be well 
washed in a hot solution of soda or pot- 
ash, in prdur to remove the oil or other 
Impurities. 
Thou they must bo thor- 


oughly rinsed in clean water, in order to 
take out every trace of soda. The til- 
ings should be mixed with an equal 
measure of line charcoal. 
The deeper 


the bed of iron, the quicker thov will 
act. 
Of course, if the water la very 


foul, an unusual depth of tilings and a 
very slow rate of iiltration should bo 
employed. 


Tho above is a simple, cheap and 


very efficient iilter, superior to any oth- 
er that 1 know of, and has tliu advan- 
tage of beincr-frce to. every one who 
chooses to moke it. 


The addition of permanganates will 


not destroy bacteria or microscopic or- 
ganisms, but the addition of hydro- 
chloric acid will. If it is desired to 
purify water containiiiir bacteria hydro- 
chloric acid must bo added until' the 
water is slightly acid, to lost, paper. 
This will destroy tho whole of the ani- 
malcuUo; 
(lieu .sullicient lime water 


must bo added to neiit.rairxe tlie acid. 
The time is precipitated by moans of 
the. oxalato of ammonia. The 
final 


treatment is to filter through the iror 
filter which I have just describnd. The 
foulest ditch water, treated as above, 
is rendered quite pure and lit for drink- 
ing. 


Tho above is exceedingly interest inc 
t-°.om" rcaders, some of whom have 
asked whore to obtain iron spon<n- for 
purposes of filtration. 
The, lilt.R- de- 


scribed above does away with 1 he use 
ot the iron sponge entirely, while re- 
taining all the advantages of that mate- 
rial. We believe at the present time 
there is no manufacturer of iron spone-u 
in the United States, nor have we heanl 
oi any place where it can bo obtained. 


Iron filings and iron turaino-s or bor- 


ings, as they are called, can bo ob- 
tained in almost any town in the coun- 
try—certainly in any town whore there 
is a foundry or machine shop. Wo wish 
to mention one precaution necessary in 
obtaining them. No brass, copper or 
zmc should be present in them, and 
thoy should bo carefully looked over in 
order to make sure of their purity 
Dust, dirt and oil may be easily re- 
moved, but zinc would be readily dis- 
solved, to ths great detriment of tho 
tutored matter.— Rural New Yorker.

where change is frequent. 
As a gen- 


eral rule the migrating man belongs to 
that class who are careless of the "soil, 
exhaust it lor present crops, make nt> 
improvements worthy of t'.ie mime, 
never having an eye for the ftit.uro. His 
lands are heavily taxed by injudicious 
management, and without having so- 
cured .the value of his labor, bestowed 
in Ijringiug them under culture, ho is 
left with a crippled farm yielding only 
poor crops. To move again in quest of 
virgin soil,., is but incurring heavy ex- 
pense, hard labor, loss of time, innu- 
merable -privations, and parting with 
mauy things apparently of no value 
initil want makes the need of them felt. 
Such management is inimical iiavticu- 
lurly to the. children, for men managing 
thus arc always in advance (or behind 
—which is it?) of civilization, and tho 
inheritance, to be hoped for is property 
without tluvt knowledge which renders 
property useful. 
The settled and con- 


tented-man is by far thp more prosper- 
ous in the long run". 
If he makes not 


so rapidly, H is sure and safe. 
All his 


calculations are.based upon experience; 
familiar with things around him, his 
path is plain, his land-marks estab- 
lished, his confidence sure; all whom 
he meets aro known; his children aro 
provided for, and their education re- 
garded.
